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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
September 1, 1984 


Missouri’s August general revenue receipts decreased .6 percent from the 
same period last year. The decrease can be attributed to a change in collection 
schedules. 

August receipts totalled $215,613,824, down from $216,961,807. This decrease 
comes on the heels of a substantial percentage increase—34 percent—in receipts 
for July of this year. 

This month’s decrease as well as last month’s increase largely result from the 
implementation of weekly collection of some sales taxes. The new collection 
schedule caused the receipts to be paid in July of this year instead of August, as 
was the case in the last fiscal year. This helps to explain the increase in July and 
the decrease this month. 

Combining receipts from the first two months of the fiscal year gives the state 
a percentage increase of a little more than 12 percent. On the year general revenue 
receipts stand at $385,307,051 as compared to $343,595,205 for the first two 
months of the last fiscal year. 

Despite this low month, which was expected, we are beginning the fiscal year 
with a healthy 12 percentage gain. 

Showing the largest percentage increase for August was the individual in- 
come tax category with a gain of nearly 3 percent over the same period last year. 
Receipts were $82,173,251 as compared to last year’s $79,795,477. 

The only other category to show an increase was All Other Sources with a 
gain of about .6 percent over last August. Receipts this year totalled $25,559,805 
compared to $25,412,456. 

Showing a slight decrease was the sales tax category which dipped about 2.5 
percent. Collections last year were $104,185,424 which fell to $101,611,388 for this 
year. 

Showing the largest percentage decrease was corporate income tax dropping 
about 17.2 percent. Last August’s receipts in this category stood at $7,568,450 as 
compared to $6,269,380 for this year.
